The disaster occurred on the Itth 01 


March off the coast of Brazil. This 
tells all that is known of the mishap.

But two like occurrences are known j 
since the early days of whaling. 
: 


The Kathleen was always called a 


lucky ship and made many a good 
voyage. She was cruising in the South 
Atlantic and it is presumed that she 
mu-st have beeu on the River La 
Plata grounds when sunk. The cable 
comes from Pernambuco, Brazil, and 
whether Capt. Jenkins and his crew- 
were picked up and taken to Pernarn- 
buco by a vessel, or reached that port 
in boats of his own. is not known. The 
nine men missing were undoubtedly 
in one of the stanch whaleboats. and 
it is possible that they may have 
•reached land, but have not been able 
to communicate the fact as did Capt. 
Jenkins.

After he had fairly passed they kept 
off to overtake and attack him again. 
When the ship had reached within 5u 
rods of him the crew discovered that 
the whale had settled down deep be- 
low the surface of the water, and as 
it was near sundown it was decided to 
give up the pursuit. The ship was 
moving about five knots and while 
Capt. Deblois stood at the rail he sud- 
denly sav>- the whale rushing at the 
ship at the rate of 15 knots. 


In an instant the monster struck the 


ship with tremendous violence, shak- 
icg her from stem to stern. She quiv- 
ered under the shock as if she haJ 
struck upon a rock. The whale struck 
the ship about two feet from the keel, 
abreast the foremast, knocking a great 
hole entirely through 
her bottom, 


through which ^the water rushed in. 
The anchors and cables were thrown 
overboard, as she had a large quan-

brakes. 


The fire-resisting qualities of con- 


crete, when enforced with steel, as 
used in modern factory construction, 
were recently tested in a fire occurring 
in a large New Jersey manufacturing 
plant.

ened by embedded steel, the floors and 
columns being of similar construction.

Before the British naval mutinies of 
1797 the bells of the ships v,-ere struck 
as in other navies; But In one of those 
mutinies the signal agreed upon was 
the stroke of five bells (.0.30 p. ni..i, and 
at that hour the mutineers rose to slay 
their officers. Then, when order was 
restored Throughout the navy, the dog 
watch system of bells was adopted, to 
allay superstition. 


But ;hc ship-s bell has other duties 


than that of keeping the time. It' tolls 
on Sunday mornings for the services 
of the chaplain or his substitute: also 
to call "All hands to bury the dead,"' 
and if is a fire signal, -when rung vig- 
orously, and then the ship's crew takes, 
the positions to which they have been 
assigned on the first day each has beeji 
detailed to the ship.
